tbC  /l^C^al  '''^'"M  .struck  are  tueiitieneJ  .'  ■  the  Ancient 
Roman  and  Grecian  History,  when  medals 
were  struck  in  jfold.  silver  and  copper  on  occasions  similar 
to  those  of  to-day,  on  the  coronation  of  a  monarch  or  the 
achievement  of  some  important  victory.  These  are  of  odd 
and  peculiar  shapes,  and  it  has  been  aptly  p'.it.  "They  art  the 
mirrors  which  the  men  of  the  past  delighted  to  hold  up  to 
every  momentous  event  which  have  the  magic  power  of 
retaining  the  images  wliicli  tiiey  originally  r.tlected."

"btStorv?  of  The  modern  medal  was  first  produced  dur- 
tbC  /I^C^nl  I"?  the  iourteentii  century;  most  countries 
poss'^ssing  a  uccession  of  medals  from  the 
tif'eenth  century  ;  in  England,  however,  it  was  not  until  ihe 
reign  of  Henry  Viii.  and  from  Edward  Vi.  there  is  an 
u^ibroken  succession  of  coronation  medals.  The  Scottish 
gold  coronation  medal  of  Charles  I.  being  the  tirst  medal 
struck  in  Britain  with  a  legend  on  the  edge.

Some  of  these  have  a  .special 
value,  having  been  de.Mgned  by  Raphael  and  Giulio  Romano 
and  engraved  by  Benvenuto  Celliui,  artists  of  world  renown. 
Some  of  the  finest  works  of  art  have  been  produced  on  the 
med.l.  A  famous  one  struck  during  the  Jubilee  included 
the  heads  of  all  the  members  of  the  Royal  Family,  including 
her  late  Majesty,  the  size  of  this  medal  being  about  that  of 
a  ten  cent  piece,  and  was  personally  commented  upon  by  our 
late  Queen.

I'ossiblv  the 
best  collection  of  medals  in  Canada  will  be  found  in  the 
Librarian's  Department  at  ottaw?,  a  jjreat  manv  of  which 
have  been  manufactured  by  ourselves.

/DC&ald  many.    Enjjland  and  the  United  States,  the 

medal  has  become  the  most  popular  reward 
of  merit.  For  coWe^e  prizes  books  w;re  used,  but  not  now 
—they  are  too  easily  destroyed.  In  agricultural  competition 
articles  of  household  adornment  were  given  but  not  now,  it 
being  too  ditiicult  to  identify  the  connection  with  the  event. 
For  Military  and  Sporting  competition  various  articles  were 
given  for  prizes,  but  discontinued  for  the  same  reason.  To- 
day in  these  countries  the  most  up-to-date  institutions  give 
an  artistic  medal  as  the  reward  of  merit.  What  is  most 
valued  by  the  soldier  when  the  war  is  over .'  the  medal  le 
has  won  for  his  bravery ;  and  the  student  who  has  achictd 
success .'  his  medal.  The  manufacturer  or  agrirnlturist  when 
..le  exhibition  is  over.'  his  medal.  The  athlete  when  the 
contest  is  over .'  his  medal.  When  presenting  a  medal  see 
that  merit  is  rewarded  with  merit.  We  emulate  the  custom 
of  the  early  Greeks  and  Romans  by  commemorating  the 
crowning  of  His  Majesty  King  Edward  Vll  and  his  consort, 
Q'-een  Alexandria,  in  the  production  of  the  finest  medals 
that  have  been  offered  to  the  Canadian  people.
